Nature and Succeſs have emboldened us 
now-andthen to make uſe of it; but Experience 
hath taughtus,chatthe greateſt difficulty confifts 
herein: 1. That'the parts debilitated, and deſer- 
ted of their natural heat, do eaſily, after open- 
ing,mortifie. 2. That together with the Water, 
iſſues out likewiſe the Spirits. 3. That the pref 
ſing water can hardly be ſo kept in, .but it will 
fun out indeſpightof the Chirurgeon; and jf,the 
better tocloſe the Wound, you do forcibly preſs 
in the Pipe, a Gangrene ſoon and eaſily enſueth.

The Bones are ſubje& to many Diſeaſes. Fra- 
Fures and Diſlocations are already diſcourſed of, 
as alſo Purrefation:; But ſeeing there may be ie- 
veral ways produced, we will declarethoſe which 

are Chiefly worth our conſideration. 

Preternatural Humors, by what cauſe ſoever, 
either Generalor Particular,penetrating the Bone 
ſometimes produce an Ulcerous Excreſcency with 
moiſtneſs of the Bone ; ſometimes a Cancer of the 
Bone, to wit, Spina Ventoſa, effe&s neceſſary to 
be diſtinguiſhed ; which becauſe no Phyſician 
hath made it his buſine todeſcribe, I willimpart 
that which Reaſon and Experience hath taughtus, 

The cauſe of an Ulcerous Exereſcency with the 

Humidity of the Bone(which effe& is called by the 
Dutch, een Beenſuyger ) is preternatural Phlegm, 
depriving the Bone of its temper and hardneſs ; 
the fleſh cannot he ſaid from this ſoft foundation 
to keepalſo its Natural ftate; but its nouriſhment * 
paſleth into ſoft ſpongy fleſh, which by degrees 
encreaſeth, and at-lengrh-cauſeth an Ulcer; from

Remedies - proper againſt Putrefaction of the 
Bones, are already, both by us and others, ſuffi- 
ciently deſcribed. To take away the Excreſcency 
of the Beſh, Oyl of Vitriol, Oyl of Antimony, 
Spirit of Vitriol, Ung. e£gyptiacum, Fuſcum of 
Felix Wurtz,, are very good ; and this Powder is.

H E Plague is a Diſeafe whoſe nature 
| is not tg be comprehended by us ; the 

| Cauſe thereof ſeemsto proceed from 

a Spirituous and Infetious Vapour, which is 
powerful enough to make a ſudden diflolution 
of the confiſtence of the Blood,by which means 
the Heart is deprived both of ſtrength and life. 
I do affert that the Nature of it is not to be 

* comprehended by ns,as well becauſe it is a Pu- 
niſhment inflicted on us by the immediate hand 
of Almighty God, who vouchſafes not that his 
Incomprehenſible Wiſdom and Eflence (which 
is ſometimes faintly deſcribed to us) ſhould be 
narrowly pryed into by his creatures; as alſo 
chat it is in it ſelf ſo mutable, that if we ſhould 
ſeriouſly recolle& our ſelves, and recount the 
ſeveral Peſtilences wherewith all former Ages 
have been viſited ; we ſhall not thereby be able 
to inſtance in rwo of that whole number which 
have agreed with each other in all circumſtan- 
ces; From whence we may eaſily infer, that is.

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the Cureof this Diſcaſe,an Experienced Phyſi- 
cizg may much more ſafely follow the Ditates 
ofhis own Reaſon, than adhire ſtrictly to the 
Method 8 Preſcriptions of others.For a Thongs 
it doth ſometimes by -the more remarkable 
ſ{y\mptoms ſufficiently evidence it ſelf, yet we 
cannot likely: diſcover its Nature and Effence, 

although we ſhould the moſt induſtriouſly at-

But that we may cautiouſly enquire-into it, 

we muſt know that it is ſometimes not accom- . 
panied by any Fever: And it is neceflary that 
what Phyſician ſoever is ignorant of this.ſhould 
either by peruſing good Authors, or his own 
Experience, acquaint himſelf throughly with it.

Imperatoria or 
Maſterwort, and Carlina ; of which thou ſhalt 
do well, now and then to eat ſome for the 
preſervation of thy ſtrength,and againſt the cor- 
ruption of the Air.

This 
Experinient ſhould be pur up on all poſts eve-/ 
ry where, for the good of Courriers, Mowers, 
and other :Jabouring Men, that are wont to 
drink plentifully when they are hot, and there- 
. by ſpoil themſelves in great numbers. 
. But to-proceed ;' as thou art to beware 
of excels of drinking at all times, fo thou are 
eſpecially to forbear when. thou art to ſtand 
Sentinel, leſt thou ſhould fall a ſleep 5 where- 
by thou mayſt loſe thy life, at leaſt, thy/place 
and thy preferment for ever.

7n an Army. 


E Very Army ought to be well provided with 
1. one or more able Phyſicians, ſuch as are 
not only expertin the cure of inward Diſeaſes, 
but alſo underſtanding in outward: Caſes, as 
Wounds, Burnings, Luxations. Diflocations, 
Eryſipelas's or St. Antony's Fires, &c. _ - 
Theſe Phyſicians ought to be no Youngſters, 
that are lately come from Schools and Univer- 
verlities, knowing only in Controverſies and 
Diſputations, but ſuch as are expert in the Cure 
of Diſcaſcs, eſpecially ſuchasare moſt frequenr 
in Armies. . They are alſo to-be Men of good 
nature, great honeſty and: condeſcenfion, -wil- 
ling to take pains with the poor as well as the 
rich. Phyſicians thus qualified may fo gain the 
hearts of the Souldiers, that theſe will loye 
and honour them as if they were their Parents. 
Likewiſe the Chirurgeons ought to be 
learn'd, diſcreet, and affable, ſuch as have been 
long vers, and experienc'd, in all the opera- 
tions of Chirurgery.that can diſtinguiſh well of 
Diſeaſes, and with. prudence make their judg- 
ments thereon: They ought alſo to be diligene, 


and careful of thoſe committed to their charge,

It wh recorded in RiRoty, that” above 2000 
years fince; Podalyrims and Mach4on, Sons to 
Efentapius, went both with Azamemnon in the 
Expedition for Treja,and there purchaſed great 
Honour by their practiſe not ſo much of Phy- 
ſick as Chirurgery.

- The common Inflammation of the Mouth 
may be cared with frequent waſhing of the 
Mouth, taking a gargariſm made of -Houfe- 
ſeek, Letrice, Night-thade, or Self-heal:Wa- 
5 ? - ter, 
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ter, :mixing a lictle Honey of Roſes and Mul- 
berry-juyce with it. Of this argariſm the Pa- 
tient is alſo ro ſwallow a little, thereby to 
moiſten the Throat. 

Some take Houlſe-leek, and heat it, and 

put to a pound of it half an ounce af Sal-armo- 
niack, mixing it well rogether. And ſo they 
put it for ſome days in an earthen pot glaſe 
under ground; then they diſtill of it a Water 
* "In Balzeo Or in Sand : Which is excellent both 
to drink and to gargariſe, though the Sal-ar- 
moniack make it a lircle unpyealane. 
.- But there is nothing betcer to allay this In- 
flammation than Niter ; which is ſo well 
known amongſt Souldiers, that they are wont 
to give one another Gunpowder to drink, 
which Powder performs this effe& notypon 
the account of the Coals or Brimſtone, 'but 
the Salrperer. | 

For this cauſe Experienced Phyſitians and 
Chiryrgeons endeavour to purifie Niter for 
this uſe, that it may have the greater effect ; 
and this they do in manner following : 

They take of the pureſt Niter they can get, 
as much as they think fit ; they beat it toa 
fine powder, and melt it in a large Crucible, 
& whilſt it boils up and foameth;they pour in- 
[@ it a little powdered Sulphur, and ſo let ic 
boil together, till the blew Sulphur-flame 
ceafeth ; rchen they caſt in more freſh Sulphur: 
Which they repeat often, and then pour out 
the Niter into. an earthea veſſel glaſed, ma- 
king Lozenges of it, of which they put one 
pulveriſed into a quart of limpid water,and ſq 
give the Patient to drink of 1t as mych as ho 

try needs 
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needs to quench his thirſt, Or they give of 

this purified Niter to their Patients, Jabouring 

under this Inflammation, the quantity of a ducat 

or half a ducat weight in Broath, or in Priſan, 

till they find the Tongue cleared of its ſlime. 
The uſe of Salt-petre thus prepared remo- 


\ veth alſo the Inflammation of the Heart,eſpe- 
cially if it be melted upon Lead, and then pro- 


ceeded with as before. For Lead. is a confi- 


derable cooler, of which cooling quality the 
Niter, whilſt it is melting upon it, taketh in 
not a little. - Let then your Lead melr, and 
when *tis melted, diſſolve the Niter upon it, 
and then, to purifie it, caſt ſome Brimſtone in- 
to it, as was {aid above, till-it be cleanſed from 
all impurity ; and” then give of it to thy Pa- 
tient two or three times a aay, according as 
need ſhall require. | 
Otherwiſe, take live Crafiſhes and freſh 
Houſleek, beat them together in a Mortar, 
{ſqueeze out the Juyce, with'it mix a lictle Sal- 
Armoniack, or apretty deal of thy. prepared 
Niter ; make a Potion of it, and give of it 
even cold to thy Patient, repeating this ſeveral 
times, ray erght or ten hours once, accord- 
ing as you ſhall ſee occafion. ' S , 
Or, take freth Lard, (if ir be ſalted, draw it 
through hot Water to unſalr ic,) and cut alice 
of it two. angers large, and of the thickneſs of 
a knives back ; pur this into the Mouth of thy 
Patient, it isan excellent Remedy againſt this 
Inflammation; of which I ſhall give the rea- 
ſon hereafter. I have ſeen wonders done with 
it. Bur if chy Patient do rave.- then faſten this 
{lice of Lard with a Thred and Needle =

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Shirt or Doubler, leſt he Gyallow-it.. Or take 
freſh- Bucter, and pur. it in cold:Water, and 
of it give thy - Patient at a time rhe quantity-of 
a Hafel-nut to hojJd it upon his Tongue, and / 
let it melt there; which will keep the Tongue 
always moiſt.

I promiſed above:to explain the Reaſon of 
the Cure of thele Inflathmations. When you 
takea Gargariſm of the Waters of Night-ſhade, 
Wood-ſorrel, K not-graſs, Endive, Houſle:k,, and 
the like, mingled with Vinegar, you do well, 
bur this is not enough; the reaſon is : Tf you 
wet a piece of Leather, you make it indeed 
limber, but whea it comes to be dry, it grows 
hard: and {hrinks, except you greaſe it over 
with. ſome fatty matter, and then it will re- 
main ſmooth. So it is with the Tongue 
though 1t be made clean with Gargariſms, yer 
will it become again rough and untoward, un- 
lels ſome farnel(s be uſed : For which cauſe 1 
aore directed to uſe Lard, or Butter mixt with 
Niter. - 
If the Almonds be ſwelled, thou muſt ab- 
ſtain from all ſowre things, and prepare a Gar- 
gariſm of Figgs,. St. Fobns Bread, Mallows- 
flowers, Liquorice, Elder-canes, mixing with 
it ſome Roſe-honey, or Juyce of Walnuts, or 
the Rob Diamorom, gargling often with it, ſee-. 
ing that this ſymptom 1s a dangerous thing) for 
when the Throat ſwells of it, few Patients do 
eſcape death, eſpecially if it be a Peſtilential 
Squinancy.

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mor -outwardly, take fine Flower, Milk and 
Saffron, Moi a Pulſe of it; and, to keep ir 
from growing hard, mix with it Althea-ſalve, 
or Hounds-tongue-ſalve, the Oyl of blew Violers, 
AHMullein, white * Lilljes, Camomile, or the like, 
adding a little Oyl of Scorpions to it, and ap- 
plying this outwardly. 

Make alſo a Scraper of A41der-wood. if it ma 
be had; if not, other wood will ſerve, thoug 
Alder be beſt.

Beſides, uſe in this caſe Parſley 
and Smallage-roots in thy meat. Boil Horſe- 
radiſh,and drink of the Decoion warm in the 
morning. Thy ordinary drink is to be a water, 
in which hath been boiled a good quantity of 
Cummin, Angis or Fennel. You may alſo now 
and then drink a little Wine, ſwelled people 
having no great heat in them. | 

From theſe obſtructions of the Liver and 
Meſaraic Veins comes difficulty of Breathing 
and way Cough, which occaſions the Inflation 
of the Belly.and helps toentertain the crudities 
and indigeſtions: Mean time there ufſerh to 
follow upon this the Yellow Jaundiſe. For this, 
take the Roots of Cyclamen or Sow-bread, r&- 


duce them to powder, and take the weight of 


half a ducat in Meath, or Wine mixt with a 
little Honey, ſweating upon it ; and you ſhall 
find your ſheets diſcoloured of a yellowiſh: co- 
lour.

Theſe things expel alſo Worms,if any do lodge 

i within theez for which may alſo be uſed the 
Souldiers Pills of Aloe, called arocoſtive. In 
this caſe Vinegar of Squills is alſo an excellent 
remedy, taking of it in the morning early a 
ſpoonful,twoor three,and exerciſing after it. It 
will open the Breaſt, and make you expeco- 
rate phlegm and ſlime in abundance. 

If you be troubled with Wind and Gripin 
of the Guts, be careful to have your Body ſo- 

' luble. Boil Calamw, cut ſmall, in Broath, drink 
of it hot,putting a little Azgelica,or Maſterwort, 
Do this mornings and evenings, and beware of _ 
drinking cold, and abſtain fromall Milk,keep- 
ing your ſelf very warm, eſpecially about the 
Feet, which you will do well to bathe with a 
Deco@ion made of Afarabacca, Camomile, 
wild Trefoil,wild Marjerom,wild Tape pt 
ting a little Salt into it. For your drink, boil 
Cummin,Annis or Fennel in Water, and now 
and then a glaſs of Wine may do well. 

Theſe .Gripings may alſo be cured with

Amongſt other Remedies, 
take. burnt Harts-horn, and take if®often in 
Broath z or pulveriſe Medlar-kernels, and take 
of the powder -in : Broath likewiſe. Alſo an 
Electuary made of Quinces - and Sloes will 
curethem. The ſame does Nutmeg, od the

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Roots of Tormentil, Snakeweed, or the Roots 
of Cinquefoil, baked in Eggs, and eaten. Like» 
- wiſe the Seed of Dock, broad Plantain; item 
- Terra Sigillata, Or Bolus Armenus, and Whea- 
ten-bread coming hot out of the oyen, and 
a in red Wine, and eaten. Again, Maſ- 
tic 3 and. put into Almon-milk, 
red Wine, or Broath, the weight of adrachm, 
is good for ſuch a Looſeneſs eſpecially as comes 
from indigeſtion ; adding a little Nutmeg or 
Galingal to it.

&c. For bloody Fluxes are not wont to be ac-? 
companied with ſhaking Fevers, butonly with 
hot fits; which ſpend more of the Patients

For: the Patients ordinary drink, boil water, 
and in it Coriander,dried Sloes, dried flices-of 
Quinces,burnt Harts-horn,Maſtick, Nutmeg, or 
any one of theſe;putting to it ſome of the roots 
of Snake-weed, Tormentil, or ſuch like adftrin- 
gent roots. Of this water the Patient may 
drink according as his neceſſity ſhall require. 
Thered Juyce of Quinces, boiled up without 
Sugar, is alſo much to be commended in this 
cale, for ſtrengthening the bowels,two or three 
ſpoonfuls of it being taken at a time, and that 
twice a day. . : , 
- In many places a drink is made of Sloes, P:- 
loſella or Mouſe-ear, and Juniper-berries, infu- 
ing them all in common water, and letting 
them ferment together. This yields a pleaſant 
acid drink, allaying the violence of the Flux, 
and quenching thirſt withal. 
* The Rich may make Granat or = 
wine, Bur IT have here undertaken to deliver 
ſuch things, as are parable and cheap for the 
poor common Souldier. bs 
I am ſorry, that in the Field there is nocon- 
vennagcy of adminiſtring Clyſters : For,though 
cribe none without great neceſſity ; yet 
Clyſters being of 'great benefit in Diſeaſes of 
the bowels ; they being to them like Plaiſters, 
I cannot but recommend in this Diſtemper 
Clyſters of Milk, wherein Pebble-ſtones have 
been ſeveral times quenched, mixing a little 
of the melted: Suer of a Stag or Hind, without 
any Oyl or other fat. I remember, Thad once 
- a Patient of quality, that had about an hun- 
dred ſtools within twenty four hours, who by 
the uſe of ſuch Clyſters,once or twice applied,

was fally-reſtored. The cauſe whereof is; that 
the Milk waſhes the bowels, and clears them 
of the ſharp humors that annoy them ; more- 
over, it is healing and repairing, by reaſon of 
the Pebbles quenched therein. The Sugar is 
abſterſive, and helps to clean the injured - pla- 
ces. The Fart ſticks to the parts annoyed, to 
defend them from being further hurt by the 
ſubſequent humors, wtich running down over 
it, can find no» ſtay there, and conſequently 
cauſe no more hurt to thoſe parts. 

Yet muſt you not put in any greaſie Fat, or 
any Oyl of Olives, becauſe they hinder heal- 
ing; and all Oyl, except that-of Linſeed, Pop- 
pies, Hemp and Almonds, .is very _y ; and 
you will find, that if any drop of Oyl of Olives 
thould chance to fall into your Eye, no Juyce 
of Oranges or Limons is ſo ſtrong as to ex- 
ceed the acrimony of. that Oyl. But of this 
Oy! more will be ſaid in the next Chapter, to 
which I therefore refer, on, If you would 
have your Clyſter yet milder and more ſana- 
tive, you may beat a yolk or two of new-laid 
Eggs, and mix them with it; though I have 
* contented my ſelf with the Ingredients before 
mention'd, and found great benefit thereby. 
Elſe you may in this caſe uſe for a. Clyſter the

'But then you are alſo to think upon means 
to obviate Symptoms of this Diſtemper, and 
particularly Drought, which is wont very much 
ro'torment people in this Diſeaſe. *Tis true, 
Acid things doquench thirſt, but they cannot 
be'uſed boldly, - and therefore you muſt uſe 
them with great diſcretion and warineſs. And 
as ior {weet things, they uſually increaſe thirſt, 
and do eaſily corrupt, and -turn- into gall. 
Wherefore give to the Patient preſerved Cur- 
rans; or if freſhones be in ſeaſon, mix a quan- 
tity of them with Honey or Sugar, and give 
him of it to eat. upon white-Bread and Butrer. 
- Or plunfp dried Black-cherries, or dried Da- 
maſcene-prunes. in half Wine and half Water, 
and let him hold & ſqueeze them in his mouth. 
Or, if you can, mingle ſome Almond-milk 
with Chalybeat-water, and let him drink there- 
of; and this is both meat and drink.
